The widosproad prejudice against ^ 
oonsangulneous unions la exceedingly , 
stubborn, but cortoln writara of to-dn^, I 
Including Baeckel, have nndeavorod to 
show that It rests upon no well-au- 
tbentleatad facta. They claim that the 
mlaahapoB and Imperfect olTspring of 
audi marriage la due not to the union 
of like blood, but of like physloal and 
mental lendenelea. Consangulntty i^ 
self, they aay, plays no partioular role 
In the union of Indlviduala uf tho fiama 
stook, but It inoroases in the di si'i iid- 
Rnta the tendencies common to tho two 
progenitors. It these tendcuoiaa bo 
good they will be Intonsllled in tho 
ohild, and hence the union will be ad- 
vantageous. If thoy be bad a re.«n- 
foreoment of unfavorable tendenolea 
should be BiippresBod by the aToidanoe 
of such marriages. | 
Yet thara are oa raeord QiimenMia 
caaea of blindness, deafness and de- 
formity in the ehildron of nearly re- 
lated paronts. Sterility sotiietimos re- 
sults, or if children nro born they may | 
bo puny, foeblo and spiritleas or with a ' 
tondoDcy to idiocy. A prominent pby- ' 
slcloo ba* oomplled statistle* that show 
that out of I4.tS7 Idiots neaiily IS per 
cent, were children of cousins. "Tho 
porceiitngo of doaf and dumb children 
bom of pnronta rolatsd by blood Is only 
a trifle lass, aod out of 7,978 blind per- 
sons he haa found that 8 per cant, can 
trace their dufovt tu a connangutneous 
union. Insane mania la a much leas 
frequent roBultant of aiieh union", as 
out of nearly lo. not eases exaniinrMl lio 

I finds leas than 2 por cent due to that 
oauae. Among the tnmataa of a blind 
aaylum several year* ago were fivn

all burn sigbtlesH.

late yoarH a girl was admitted to the 
I't'onHylvania Institution for Deaf and 
Diiinh, who. !n addition to beini; stone 
deaf and »peocble:ia. wan horribly de- 
formed. Inquiry elicited tbe fact that 
the father and mothar were oouaias. 

A physician who had mode a oloae 
study of tho subject said that be had 
often observed in the canes of olTspring 
of consanguineous unions where actual 
disease was absent a tendency to awk- 
wardnese and dullness. Children were 
apt to be undersized, with fat. stubby, 
abort-fingered hands and Ill-developed 
limba. Tliouith children nitli tine 
forma and brilliant inU'lictH often fol- 
lowed these luarriugos be believod they 
were axoeptlonal, and that the mar- 
riage of cousins was fraught witb 
great dnnirer. Tlietr offspring waa Ua- 
ble to li^' eiulnw < >i wit'ii mental, phys- 
ical and moral deformity. 

■■The best evidonco of tbe evil olTects 
of tbe intermarriage of kin," aold a 
leading gyneoologlst, ■■is to be had by 
a glance at thu royal families of Eu- 
roiTO. One can not doubt that there is 
a lemlency to deterioration wlieii ho 
considers tbe uiifortunalo house of 
Hapaburg aad ramambera that tbe 
King of Bavaria Is in a mad house, 
that tho present Emperor of Germany 
Is a victim tc tuberouloaia, and that hla 
futhorcs dlseaee waa due in part to the 
poison of tbe intermixed blood of the 
Hobenzollema. Siokly and imbecile 
Princea have for centurloa bore witness 
to the danger that Ilea In the union nl 
cotisins. A careful obsorvcr of animals 
will note the same tendency to degen- 
eracy. Tha Hon and the lioness at 
at tbe Zoo have repeatedly borae olett- 
tongtied ouba. Kot one of their numer- 
oiu progeny have been exempt from 
tbla defeat, and 1 feel confident that tho 
parent Itoiu are brother and sistor. and 
that In that fact lies tho cause of tho 
invariably Imperfect offspring." 

Dr. Chapin. auperlntendent of Klrk- 
brldea Insane Aaylum. bellevea that 
nctual insanity very rarely follows as 
an effect of marriage of near kin. 
Idiocy and imbeolltty, ho says, fre- 
quently reault, and tbo patient may bo 
afllioted with maaiacal paroxyHms, but 
he haa never known a ooso of actual 
insanity that waa dlreotly truceublo to 
thia caiito,— Philadelphia Heuonl.

When Stanley got per- 
fectly crazy In his affection for her she 
arranged a mooting with him after thu 
performance, and, posting her friends, 
had them stationed behind the aoenes 
to observe the results. Stanley, honest 
in his Infatuation, knelt before tbo 
woman and protested desperately. 
She amused herself at hi* expense 
fbr some time, and then oalled In her 
ooBosaled friends, ai»h to her lover's 
surprise and disgust.— K. T. Oraphia

Pri'suming this to Iw a fact, I procee<l 
to answer some of the oljjiH'tlors you 
offer to the bill, and also to see that 
if two dollars from the farmer would 
not be reasonable, and allow u reiLsim- 
able compensation for his labor. 

The first objection is Uiat oommis- 
skm men could not afford to handle 
the tobacco at any such figures. 
Twelve or lifteen years ago when to- 
Imcco sold on the market at Hopkius- 
ville for more than doable what it ia 
now selling for, if I am not miataken, 
the price for selling waa Just what it 
now is, viz: Two doUaia and fifty 
cents for storage and cooperage, one 
per cent, commission, tweniy-flve cents 
insuianoa, and tan pounds off for the 
sample. TUs from the ^Untor with 
an additional tax of two dollars should 
the hogsh e ad have to be reaampled. 

In addition to these charges the 
buyer waa charged one or t#o dollars 
and twenty-fiva oente inauranoe. 
These were the prices charged for sell- 
ing tobacco when tobMOQ waa worth 
something and farmers w«re getting 
a fair oompensatton far tlM later be- 
stowed hi making it, but now it ia so 
low that in a great many inatances as 
to be abaolutoly below the cost of 
produotkw. That being tha case, is it 
anything but fahr to ask • diviskm of 
expenses by the oommiaakm man. 
They have grown rich and acme of 
thom have amassed prince^ ftntanea 
soiling tobacco at the afa r eaa l d fig- 
ures, while the farmers are constantly 
growing poorer. 

Go to one of your warehou.sfMiirii 
and look at his Ixxiks and my nonl 
for it he gets uu average of r\i dollars 
for every hogshead of tobacco he sells. 
Ttiis is an outrage when toliacco is not 
selling for more than fifty dollars per 
hogshead on an average. Twelve and 
iHii' hulf per cent, of the value for 
selling and storing. 

The sifond objection is that it 
would drive the toliaeeo trade from the 
State. Now- this iu absurd. It woiihl 
either bring the charges down at other 
markets or wmild liuild up the market 
in Kentucky. In these days when 
every farmer is less*'iiing liik exiHMises 
and wonoiiiizing in everything to 
make buckle and tnngua nii«i>t and 
ke*»p the wolf from the iloor, he is not 
looking for niaikets that gouge him 
det»iKiht ill the way of excessive ex|s'nsc 
hurges. That it might dri\ e out a few 
men who do a small husiiicss is a fact, 
lull a stitliciiiit iiiinilii r woiiid icmain 
in Inisiness to Imiidic all the toliacco 
I they Low iiaiidleaiiii mure, as tobacco 
I would then cume til uur market from 
adjacent Icrrilury tliat imw finds a 
market in TeiiiiessiN' and Ohio. 

Third olijiH'tiuii: The Grangers 
and Alliance men could get uo rebate. 
The very fact that they get a rrlmte 
shows that sjine onc^ is oTcrchargiid. 
if the warehouses are selling for the 
smallest amount possible to allow 
themselves a fair compensation for 
their labor and capital they could not 
afford to give a reliate to anyone. But, 
to be able to give a rebate, they must 
get from some more than is just, so 
they can give back to others. This 
looks like "robbing Peter to pay 
Paul." Agam, if the wareteuaemeu 
will agree to sell all tobacco for two 
doUara bom the planter and one dol- 
lar from the buyer I believe I would 
lie safe in saying that no one would 
ask a rebate. Itwaa to be hopedthat 
commission men would hava lowered 
their charges voluntarily and not 
waited for tha farmeta to appeal to 
the law-maldng power to force them 
to meat the emergency. But 
thing must be done, the farmer as a 
rule and as a oUaa ia generally nieek 
and submiasiva and does not often 
arise and assert his rights, and for 
these reaa6na he baa been the hewer 
of wood and the bearer of burdena 
ttam time immemorial, and when the 
yoke galla too much and he ia forced 
by opprsaaion to ask relief when re- 
lief can be had, all other daasaa raise 
their hands as well aa their eym in 
holy horror at Ua impudence. Why 
has the farmer not the aame rights 
u.ider the law 08 others havet He has 
n > voice in what osmmisslon men 
his produce.

They too hue hi.d 
trouble sometimes to make "liuckl, 
and tongue mwt." 'Ih," argument 
that the fanners will s^'ramble over 
each other in their haste to get to the 
market where they caa sell for a dol 
lar or iyto cheaper, is a falluc oua one, 
It must be remembered that the 
Thome bill also tekes a whack at the 
buyer, givmg him only sixty days t< 
make a three montha' v«>yage with hii 
exports. This will of course drive the 
buyer boax Kentucky markets, tha 
warehousemen will by other ptovii - 
out of tha bill be starved out and thi 
planter will have no market at all and 
will lie forced to ship his tobacco at 
his own expense, or be left to tie 
mercy of the loose - buyer. Evxn 
should the local markets be kept up 
by the influx of new business, the 
lack of osmpetition hi bqying would 
keep-prices low and ultimately turn 
the tolMcco to markets w^ere the laws 
of trade were allowjd to regulate. 
The bill may be amended and enaa- 
culated in the Senate, but It will be 
ruinous to the warehouse interests if 
it becomes a law in its present shape.
